Claim 33 (withdrawn): The method of Claim 30 wherein the specific organ is the 
duodenum and wherein the protein hydrolysate comprises more than about 30% by weight of di- 
and tri-peptides and has a non-protein nitrogen concentration of about 85% or more of total 
nitrogen. 

Claim 34 (withdrawn): The method of Claim 30 wherein the specific organ is the 
jejunum and the protein hydrolysate has a degree of hydrolysis of about 15% or more. 

Claim 35 (currently amended): The method of Claim 34 wherein the dietary prot e in 
is th e prot e in m ilk protein hydrolysate comprisin g comprises more than about 20% by weight of a 
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di- and tri-peptides and a non-protein nitrogen concentration of about 60% or more of total 
nitrogen.

Claims? (previously presented): The method of Claim 36 wherein the mammal is 
suffering from muscular atrophy. 

Claim 38 (previously presented): The method of Claim 36 wherein the mammal is 
suffering from a compromised gut function. 

Claim 39 (currently amended): The method of Claim 30 wherein the dietary 
pFOtei nmilk protein hvdrolvsate is provided in a nutritional formula. 

Claim 40 (currently amended): The method of Claim 39 wherein the dietary protein 
is a prot e in milk protein hydrolysate is acceptable for premature babies having underdeveloped 
intestines. 

Claim 41 (currently amended): The method of Claim 40 wherein the pretei ndietary 
milk protein hydrolysate comprises more than about 30% by weight of di- and tri-peptides and 
has a non protein nitrogen concentration of about 85% or more of total nitrogen. 
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
